' CANDLE POW^R. 


How to Measure tho Ughtlng Force and 


Effect of a Flame. 


This question and its answer have 


been until recently of interest to scien- 
tists only. But sinco one method of 
lighting is competing with the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri- 
ous to the layman. 


For measuring the lighting power the 


most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim- 
ple application tho experiment can bo 
tried easily at home. A sheet of \vhitft 
paper -with a greai.0 spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
— for instance, botween an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 


When tho fi,ime is equally distant 


from !ho .two unequally bright flames, 
(lie grease spot can Lo seen plainly on 
both sides. By moving the framo with 
the sheet, of paper slowly toward the 
les,s brilliant light — that is, tho candle 
— it will arrive finally at a point where 
the greaso spot haa apparently disap- 
peared on both sides of the paper Thi8 
deception must always occ-ur when on 
both sides ol tho paper aii equal blight- 
ness pievails and no tide light exists. 
Ha-* n ',', zoar-hed this point, it can be 
ascci < it^d now much stronger is Iho 
light uf tho lawp tbau that cf tho can- 
dle.

tho pivp^r nud the lamp GO mobofl and 
yet iho Ijiighlncss, on both sides ef the 
pnpei i? tho same, then tho light of the 
lamp will bo us sticmg n<j /hat of nine 
candles. The calculation Is based npoc 
tho distances, fho nguies of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di- 
vided — here, for instance, 60 times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by <;o equals 9 


This, of couiso, is the most primitive 


method for measuring light, but it is 
tho principle for all the delicate instru- 
ments used in the laboratoues — Pear- 
son's Weekly.

to work low grade gold ores. ^ Daring 
this time he kept a complete record of 
all samples brought him for assay, and 
to-day he can give more general infor- 
mation concerning the mines'of west- 
ern Nevada than possibly any person 
in the State. 'All samples were care- 
fully examined and assayed and a" rec- 
ord made, including the locality where 
the stuff came from. If the prospector 
had money to pay for the assays he 
was charged half-price rates. If not, 
he was treated to the desired informa- 
tion just the same. And now Mr. Beck 
thinks he is going to get his reward. 


From the hundreds and thousands of 


assays made Mr. Beck came to the con- 
clusion that with a process that could 
handle low-grade gold and silver ores, 
at a charge of from two to five dollars 
per ton, considerable ore could be had. 
Among the several localities where 
such ores can ba had, may be men- 
tioned the mines on the desert, some 
seventy or eighty milea east of Reno, 
near Mirage and White Plains, stations 
on the C. P. railroad, from which sta- 
tion the freight rate in car lots is but 
one dollar per ton.

Beck three months ago concluded to 
add the process above mentioned and 
the result is that to-day the new plant 
in the old Works is in active operation 
and the music of the stamp is again 
heard on the banks of the Trnokee. 


While tho reporter has referred to 


this new addition as a "new process," 
Mr. Beck says it is not, as similar 
plants are in operation in many places 
in the mining States, but it is new to 
the Works, as heretofore there has 
been no practical method of working 
gold ores at an expense less than from 
$12 to $20 per ton. 


This new addition consists of two 


wet-crnahing batteries, where the ore is 
crushed raw. From the batteries the 
pulp is carried through a forty mesh 
screen onto tables covered with silver- 
electric plates coated with quicksilver, 
and from these plates to the concen- 
trators. In the operation, quicksilver is 
also put into the batteries, where more 
or less of the gold is amalgamated, and 
remains until a olean-np is made, 
which may not take place oftener than 
once a week. 
But the ;greater part of 


the gold is collected on the electric 
plates, where it forms an amalgam with 
the quicksilver, 
gold is saved

From the plates, which are 


set at a slight inclination, the pulp and 
water pass onto the concentrators, 
where by a mechanical operation the 
tailings are separated from the sul- 
phurets and any gold still remaining, 
the heavy metal bearing particles pass- 
ing off at one end of the machine white 
gangue or sand, which is now called tail- 
ings, passes off the other end and out 
into large vats or tanks where they are 
preserved for future investigation, for 
it seems impossible to invent any proj 
cess or machine that will extract all 
the precious metals at the first opera 
tion. 


Usually the plates ore cleaned up 


once a day. The amalgam is removed 
with rubber scrapers aud once a week 
or oftener this amalgam is retorted 
the metal taken from tbe quicksilver, 
and then tbe residne is bullion, which 
being melted and made into bars be- 
comes one of the most valuable pro- 
ducts known to commerce. 


Mr. Beck is highly pleased with tbe 


workings of this new addition and an 
tioipates receiving as much ore a/ he 
can handle and that, too, at a profit to 
the. miner as well as to the works 
The mill is uow running on'a car of 
ore from the Desert mines, owned by 
S. E. Young and others of Lovelock 
The grade as regards value of the oru is 
low, but Mr. Beok thinks a cleanup 
will demonstrate that there is enough 
in it to pay all expenses. The. Jim 
Blaine Miming Company has a carload 
at the works waiting its turn.

shipments were made to test not only 
the value of the ore, bat the milling 
process as well.
